Even the UN 
called my death an “illegal killing.” 


I’m associate FBI director Mark Felt. | informed 
on Richard Nixon under the alias “Deep Throat.’ 
I’m also one of only two FBI agents ever 
convicted for violating the rights of Americans.

I’m Viola Liuzzo. | was murdered by a 

KKK member who was also an FBI 
informant. The FBI defamed me after 
my death and tried to cover it up. 


History 


The FBI was founded in 1908, as a way for the federal 
government to fight interstate crime. Their early focus was 
primarily car thefts, prostitution, and organized crime. This 
soon expanded to include threats to national security 
(which mainly meant leftist organizations). In fact, the FBI 
is largely responsible for the lack of a meaningful left wing 
in American politics today. 


The Bureau’s powers were increased to include domestic 
surveillance in the 1930s. By the 1950s the FBI was 
engaged in a massive program of surveillance and 
“neutralization” of lawful political dissent. Under the 
COINTELPRO program, they surveilled organizations from 
the Black Panther Party to the National Lawyers Guild. 
COINTELPRO was exposed in 1971, but the surveillance 
continued. 


In the 1990s the public failures of the FBI in standoffs at 
Ruby Ridge and Waco helped revitalize right wing 
extremism and the modern militia movement. Despite 
this, following 9/11 and the Patriot Act, the few guidelines 
constraining the FBI were severely weakened. The Bureau 
continues to downplay right wing extremism to this day. 


Today the FBI can investigate you without any reason if 
they suspect you of criminal wrongdoing or of posing a 
threat to national security.

The Palmer Raids

On the Case: MLK Assassination 


Let’s see if you have 
what it takes to solve a 
real life crime! 


On April 4, 1968, the 
Reverend Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. was 
shot and killed at the 
Lorraine Motel in 
Memphis, Tennessee. 


First let's review the context, then take a look at the evidence. 


Context 

At the time of his assassination, 75% of Americans 
disapproved of Dr. King. Dr. King had been surveilled by the 
FBI since 1955. At the time of his shooting he was being 
watched from across the street by the FBI and the Memphis 
Police Department. The shooter was able to gather Dr. King's 
belongings and flee the scene of the crime without being 
stopped, and police made no attempts to block major roads 
leaving Memphis. 


In 1969, Dr. King's brother, A.D. King was found dead. Their 
mother, Alberta King was shot to death in Ebeneezer Baptist 
Church in 1974. 


In 1977, the FBI’s tapes and transcripts of their surveillance 
of Dr. King was placed in the National Archives until 2027. 


Got all that? Now let's consider the evidence: 


Evidence 


Here’s a letter the FBI sent to Dr. King in 1964, encouraging him to 
kill himself. A copy of this letter was also found in the personal files 
of FBI director Arthur Sullivan. 


KING 


King, look into your heart. You know you area 
complete fraud and a great liability to all of us Negroes. White 
people in this country have enough frauds of their own but I 
am sure they don’t have one at this time that is any where 
near your equal. You are no clergyman and you know it. I 


repeat. You are a colossal fraud and an evil, vicious person. 


King, like all frauds your end is approaching. You could 
have been our greatest leader. You, even at an early age have 
turned out to be not a leader but a dissolute, abnormal moral 
imbecile... You are done. Your “honorary” degrees, your Nobel 
Prize (what a grim farce) and other awards will not save you. 


King, I repeat you are done. 


King, there is only one thing left for you to do. You 
know what it is. You have just 54 days in which to do it (this 
exact number has been selected for a specific reason, it has 
definite practical significance). You are done. There is but 


one way out for you. You better take it before your filthy, 


abnormal fraudulent self is bared to the nation.

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Hale Boggs 


House Majority Leader Hale Boggs (D-LA) was very critical of the 
FBI and J Edgar Hoover, then in his 46" year as director. In a fiery 
speech on the House floor, Boggs accused the FBI of wiretapping 
congressional offices and demanded Hoover's resignation. 


Less than two years later, the Majority Leader's plane vanished 
over Alaska. Boggs was never seen again.

An FBI informant secretly drugged Hampton one night 
and on the morning of December 4, 1969, police, in association 
with the FBI, staged a raid on Hampton’s apartment, murdering the 
21 year old Black Panther leader while asleep next to his pregnant 
fiancé, and well as his fellow Panther Mark Clark.

Beginning in 1956, the FBI operated an illegal espionage program to 
“expose, disrupt, misdirect, discredit, or otherwise neutralize”

groups. In 1971 it was exposed by the activist group the Citizens’ 
Commission to Investigate the FBI, who broke into an FBI office and 
leaked incriminating documents to the press.

On the Case: January 6th 


Sometimes even the FBI makes mistakes and doesn't take threats 
seriously enough. Strangely this only seems to happen when the 
threats are from the right. Anyway. Can you put these events in 
order chronologically? 


The FBI Assistant Director for Counterterrorism testifies: 


“None of us had any intelligence that suggested individuals 
were going to storm and breach the capitol” 


FBI notes protestors “wearing ballistic helmets, body 
armor, carrying radio equipment and military grade 
backpacks” 


The social media site Parler sends the FBI a user post 
“This is not a rally and it’s no longer a protest. This is a final 
stand where we are drawing the red line at Capitol Hill” 


FBI receives an anonymous tip about the rally: 
“Their plan is to literally kill people. Please please take this 
tip seriously and investigate further” 


Capitol is stormed 


FBI concludes that it “does not have any information to 
suggest these events will involve anything other than [First 
Amendment] protected activity” 


US Postal Inspection Service sends the FBI a threat 
assessment concluding “analysts assess a high potential for 
individuals to incite civil unrest during the demonstration.” 


DNA 


The FBI is on the forefront of collecting information, this includes 
people’s DNA.

In Conclusion 
The abuses of power by the FBI are not always as notable or 
absurd as the things presented in this book. All too often their 


abuses are very mundane (but no less harmful). 


In many ways they still seek to further Hoover’s original agenda 
and intention, policing the left. The FBI cannot be meaningfully 
reformed, this is not even a system that can be meaningfully be 
protested. The organization’s very existence furthers the 
agenda of the right. While the FBI will sometimes persecute 
actors on the right when they stray too far from enacting the 
agenda in ways that the right considers presentable, this 
should not for a moment be taken as any sort of meaningful 
neutrality. If the FBI operated in another country, the American 


press would refer to them as the secret police.

In 1999, a jury unanimously found that there was a conspiracy 
perpetrated by state, local, and federal government agencies to 
assassinate Dr. Martin Luther King Jr.

Counting Activity: Fred Hampton 


The police fired more than 90 bullets into Hampton's apartment. 
The Panthers fired once. Many of the holes the FBI claimed 
were caused by the Panther's bullets were later revealed to be 
nails in the wall. In 1982 the City of Chicago and Federal 
government were involved in a $1.85 million settlement, but still 
do not admit wrongdoing.

While stochastic terrorism using 
leaderless resistance is harder to track and anticipate, there has 
been a concerted effort from the FBI to downplay the risks and 
connectedness of right wing and white supremacist terrorism in 
favor of creating and criminalizing enemies on the left.

Spies 


The fingerprints and the phone call recording are what ended 
Hanssen’s 22 year FBI career and got him charged with 
espionage and conspiracy to commit espionage. Hanssen died in 
ADX Florence in 2023 while serving 15 consecutive life sentences.
